Fox shot: possibly rabid 


Deseronto Police Chief Carl Beattie 
shot and killed what oppeared to be a 
rabid fox on Monday afternoon 

Chief Beottie spotted the animal 
mid afternoon, moving very slowly, on 
North Street. 

"It is very unusual to see a fox in 
town during the doy, and its behaviour 
was very suspicious. We were able to 


keep up to it on foot," he said. 


With Assistance from Constable K. 
Trudeau, of the Deseronto Police De- 
portment ond Constable Jeff Moracle 
from the Tyendinago Police Department, 


Chief Beattie followed the animal when 
it reappeored on St. George St, until 
he was able to shoot it. 

Dr. J.F. McCorquodale, the Dis- 
trict Veterinarian for the Federal Health 
of Animals Division advised the Chief 
that since the animal had not come in 
contact with anyone during the time it 
was in town, it was not necessary to 


have the animal tested for rabies. 


Dr. C.R. Lenk, the Medicol 
Officer of Health for Hastings-Prince 
Edward cautioned recently that the 
incidence of rabies in the region wos on 


the increase . 


He said that a suspicious pet should 
not be shot, but should be kept isolated 
for 14 days, during which time it should 
be observed by a veterinarian. 

In cose a human being is bitten or 
scratched by an animal a doctor should 
be contaced. 

Or. Lenk said thot ordinary hand- 
ling of o rabid animal is usually of no 


importance, " if no saliva is deposited 


on broken skin." - 
He urged that everyone keep in 
mind-the fact that rabies is a deadly 


disease. 


Warning issued 


The Ontario Ministry of Health hos 


issued o warning against eating smelt 
cought in the eastern basin of Lake On- 
t ario. 

The warning comes because of the 
high levels of polychlorinated biphenyls, 
(PCB's) found in fish caught in this region 

People are being cautioned to eat 
no more than one serving of smelt per 
week, and pregnant women ond nursing 
mother are advised to eat none what so- 
ever. 

Smelt from the area ore registering 
approximately 2.5 to 4.0 parts per millior 
ion of the chemical. The highest accept- 


able level is two parts per million. 


Sorting needed at dump 


Mayor Peter Dickinson, had his 
opportunity to view the problems of 
dump operation first hand this weekend 
when he acted as the attendant on the 
site during open hours on Saturday. 

The Mayor did turn away some 
vehicles bringing garbage, not belonging 


to Deseronto residents," they didn't com- 
plain, they were half expecting it," he 
said. Most of the cars arriving at the 
site however, were from the town. 

He said that it appeared one of 
the greatest problems was the lack of 
sorting of material being brought to the 
site. Many loads include old furniture, 
matresses, worn out applionces, rubber 
tires and brush, all of which is dumped 
in the same heap. 

According to Kevin MacLellan, 
an Environmental Officer, with the 
Ministry of Environment Office in King- 
ston, only clean brush may be burned. 

He said that Deseronto had been 
granted a conditional permit to operate 
the dump, provided only bulky material 
and brush wos dumped at the site. No 
household, or industrial waste may be 
deposited. 

Any burning which the town wishes 
to do, he said, may be done only with 
specific permission each time burning 
takes place. 

Mayor Dickinson said that the 
town had not burned refuse on the site 
With the lack of 
sorting, it would be almost impossible 


for almost two years. 


at the moment to extract burnable, clean, 
brush from the rest of the material now 
collecting on the site. 

"It is a matter of educating the 
people who bring material to the dump " 


said the Mayor. "As long as things are 


not sorted we have no hope." 
He agreed that in addition a com- 
petent and firm operator was needed to 


manage the site, but said," such 


Q person is not easy to find, especially 
to work only on Saturdays." 

Mr. MacLellan, said that the Deseron- 
to dump was not under any restrictions 
more rigid than any other dump. "We 
insist that all sites conform with the 
stondards set for all land fill sites," he 
said, adding that each site does have 
particular problems which must be con- 
sidered. 

He said that in addition to main- 
taining the site ina relatively healthy 
state, by insisting that is be regularly 
covered, there ore considerations of 
oppecrance. The Deseronto dump is 
located on an escarpment, and can be 
seen for some miles in all directions. 

Prevention of eyesores, he said, 
is as important as other considerations. 
Mr. MacLellan said that the Deseronto 
site did not have adequate screening, 
either a fence or trees which would 
block the open dumping face from view. 

The Ministry requires that the 
garbage be covered with six inches of 
soil regularly, which has caused the 
town some apprehension. 


Councillor Fletcher Vick told 
council some weeks ago that there just 
was not enough fill to cover the accum- 
ulations, with out digging trenches for 
dumping. Percy Brooks, a former member 
of the Streets Committee, and the Prop- 
erty Committee of council, said that 
if garbage were sorted, and there was 
regular burning of clean material, much 
of the pressure at the rapidly filling site 
would be alleviated. 


Mr. MacLellan scid that the pres~ 
ent permit for the Deseronto Dump ex- 


pires on August 30. He said thot an 


inspector would visit the site before that 
date to decide whether or not to re- 
issue the operating permit. 
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A sign ot the gate of the dump proclaims that only Deseronto residents may 


use the site, and that no household or industrial garbage may be dumped. 


Mayor Dickinson complained that those using the site had little concern for 


its future, noting that a load of household garbage had been dumped over the 


fence onto the dump road, before the gate was opened Saturday morning.

Drive a car to work? Heat your 
home with oil or natural gas? | don't 
know too many peoplewho do not use 
these sources of energy to combat the on- 
slaught of Canadion winters. Oil and 
gas ore the economic backbone of our 
survival in Ontorio and throughout 
Conade. 

We all realize that the price of en- 
ergy has dramatically doubled since the 
sutumn of 1973. The existing price of 
Canadian crude oil is $8 per barrel. 

| don't want to recount in detail the 

background of events which resulted in 
that price. Suffice it to say that Ontori« 
in 1975 vigorously opposed any excessive 
price increase until the rate of inflation 
had been brought under reasonable con- 
rol. 

Your government did not oppose 
the price increase for the sake of 
opposition but believed thot any price in 
increase should be related to the costs 
of production and not some arbitrary 
price level established by the world's 
oil-producing monopolies. 

On May 6 the federal government 
will meet with the provincial premiers 
to discuss the need for another energy 
price hike. That meeting is to be held 
in private. Premier William Dovis 
hes proposed an open public meeting so 
that the public will gain a greater 
appreciation of the complexity of en- 
ergy pricing. What is at stake offects 
every Canadian. 

Just recently, the federal authori- 
ties presented an energy policy poper

MPP Hastings-Peterborough 


suggesting that the price of oil per bar- 
rel by 1979 would reach $12 roughly. 

That is an increase of $4.60 in 
that time period, meaning regular gas- 
oline per gallon would jump some 18 
cents per gallon and thot the costof ™ 
heating your average home would in- 
crease by $125. 

Your personal reactions may vary: 
So What? or, Why are energy prices 
excluded from the quidelines of the 
Anti-Inflation Board? or, It is not in- 
evitable anyway 

Those are queries which have a lot 
of common sense, a commoditiy 
sometimes too rare when it comes to 
this issue. 

Ontario is attempting to exercise 
common sense on energy pricing. On- 
ario's energy minister, Dennis Timbrell 


has outlined such a proposal to take into 


consideration all the conflicting factors 
in this situation. 

In stead of blindly conditioning 
Canadians to burdensome inflation, and 
still higher prices, as proposed by Ott- 
awa, Ontario proposes that “old” oil 
based at $8 per barrel covers existing 
Production costs. 


However, that is not bosically true 


for the development of new fossil energy 


sources, new fields such as the 
Beaufort Sea, the Mackenzie Delta, or 
Alberta's tar sands. Obviously, these 


sources are going to be much more costly. 
Oil on the international market woul: 

be bought at prices charged by the prod- 

ucing notions, as Conada does in import- 


ing Venezuelan oil for eastern Canada 

These three prices would be blended. 
That means the volume of oil from each 
of these sources would be multiplied by 
the price from that source to result ina 
weighted average price. 

That means the price of oil for all 
Canadians would be equal and fair to all 
concerned because the price would be 
directly related to costs of preduction 
and transportation. 

The price of natural gas at Toronto 
would remain ct 85 percent of the cost of 
equivalent energy derived from crude oil. 

Gasoline per gallon would rise by 
over half a cent per gallon, instead of 
5 to 8 cents if the increase of $150 
to $2 per barrel were the result.

This year, 200, 16 and 17 year old 
urban students:will be placed on farms 
throughout the province. 

To date, there have not been enough 
formers to fill the requirements for hosts 
for the students. Many farmers who are 
capable of teaching the students and also 
need help on the farm do not apply and 
this is a mistake as the brogram can be 
beneficial to both. 

Host formers are to be engaged in 
farming full-time, and be on a commercia 
cial operation. They must also be inter- 
ested in helping inexperienced young 
people develop the skills required on a 
farm, and have the ability to work well 
with, and supervise young people. The 
farm must also have suitable accomodatior 
dation. 

The students will receive $16 per day 
The Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food will 
provide $6 of this and the farmer provides 
$5 cash and $5 worth of room and board 
per day. 

The students will stay on the farm 
from June 21 to Aug. 20 working 12 days 
consecutively then receiving two days 
off, usually from after chores on Friday 
evening to before chores on Monday 
morning.

Dump cleanup 
is ordered 


Is it or isn’t it? the question of 
maintaning the Deseronto Dump came 
up once again at the Council meeting 


on Monday , and the debate is con- 
tinuing. 


There is still no attendant to look 
after the dump, and organize dumping 
of material being brought to the site 
by residents. 

For two weeks members of Council 
have taken over the job, and council 
gove Councillor Fletcher Vick the 
authority to hire a temporary attendant 
to act until a decision is made. 


He told Council that representatives 
from the Ministry of the Environment 
hod given the Town six to 10 days to 
cover the dump face following an 
inspection corried out last week. 


The job is partially completed, but 
will require another few days of work. 

Art Carter, of A. Carter and Sons 
Haulage, in a surprise move, spoke 
to Council during the dabate on the 
future of the site, and offered to 
purchase it. 

Council told Mr. Carter to come 
back when the Ministry of the Envir- 
onment had made its recommendations 
following the clean-up of the site 
now underway. At that time, Coun- 
cillor Vick said, Council will be in 
a position to reply to his offer. No 
sum was mentioned. 

If the dump remains open, o source 
of fill must be found to cover material 
brought to the site, a matter which 
Mayor Dickinson told council could

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- Taxes to increase: 


Deseronto Town Council passed the 
1976 budget at the regular meeting 
of council on Monday. The result; 
taxes will increase, but, council 
was quick to point out, not as much 
as many municipalities. 

On a typical residential assessment 
of $2,000, the taxes for 1976 will be 
$399, an increase of about 13.3 per- 
cent from last year. 

The increase on the commercial 
assessment is approximately 13.1 
percent. 


This year the amount needed to 
carry out the budgeted activities will 
be $410.518, in 1975 the amount 
needed to be raised was $363,589. 

The total amount of revenue, from 
grants and government allotments 
will be $191,228 this year, up from 
the sum last year, of $163.464. 


The difference between the amount 
required, and the total revenue must 
be raised through taxes. 

Costs of running most departments 
have increased from last year, prim- 
arily because of the increased costs 
of paying salaries, and buying material:

Library adds new study room 


The Deseronto Public Library has 
been the site of much activity during 
the post few weeks, not only because 
of programs and displays arranged by 
Librarian Heather Granatstein, but 
upstairs a new room will be opened 
shortly. 

Designed os a display centre and 
special study area, the new room hos 
cost the Board in the neighbourhood 
of $1500, a further $500 was pro- 
vided by a grant from the Lake On- 
tario Regional Library System. 

The work represents a substontial 
benefit to the town which owns the 


building, but will also take o major 
chunk out of the cash kept on hand 
by the Librory board, close to holf. 

lronically, the Deseronto Town 
Council chose to reduce the sum of 
money alloted to the Library, ond 
gave the board less than it requested 
for the coming year. 

Funds received by the Library Board 
pay salaries to the Librarian and her 
assistant, Brenda Lowlor as well as 
cover the costs of all books added to 
the collection. 

This summer, a student Walter 
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Woges in the Police Department, 
streets department and for crossing 
guards, jail ottendant, and library 
assistant have all increased. 

The Streets department will be 
receiving about $20,000 more this 
yeor, so thot the streets which were 
dug up to install the sewage system 
can be surfaced. 


Main Street and Dundas Street do 
not come under the town jurisdiction, 
but Carmen Milligan, Clerk-Treasurer 
of Deseronto said that the County was 
going to install storm sewers, curbs 
and gutters on Main Street, although 
it would not repair the travelled por- 
tion of the road this year, and would 
continue to remind the Province of the 
poor condition of Dundas Street, a 
provincial highway. 


The property committee will be 
receiving a larger sum than last yeor, 
partly Mr. Milligan said, because of 
a recommendation by the Ontario 
Fire Marshall's Office. The fire 
hall needs another bay, so that veh- 
icles stored in the hall can be removed 
from the building more easily. At the 
moment the trucks are parked one 
behind another, and a mechanical 
breakdown could prevent the one 
inside from being removed. Con- 
struction of the new bay will be on 
the east side of the building, and 
will probably be done this summer. 

The property committee looks ofter 
town properties, the town hall, 
fire hall, police office, library, street 
deportment garage ond as well the 
cost of heating, insuring and main- 
toining the properties has increased. 

The parks budget is the same as 
lost year, and the recreation budget 
is up slightly, covering costs of 
all recreation programs, outdoors 
and at the arena. 

The Community Centre does not 
require any funds this year; a grant 
from the province will cover the 
cost of the debenture payment, and 
members of the Community Centre 
Board expect to be able to cover the 
cost of the operations of the centre 
through fees and rental of facilities. 

In addition o number of small don- 
ations to charitable organizations, 
such as the Red Cross and the Sol- 
vation Army were made. 

The Cemetery Board received o 
small grant, and the Library Board 
also received a grant, although not 
the full amount requested by the Board. 

While the assesment increases are 
in the range of just over 13 percent, 
the requisition for education increased 
over last year by 18.6 percent, while 
the general purpose levy, which cov- 
ers the town operations costs only 
increased by 3.9 percent. 

In addition the town was under a 
certain amount of pressure to raise 
funds, because the total assessment 
base, or value of taxable properties, 
decreased, because of the closing of 
Ideal Vendors.

Deserontos Bus Line

Henry “Hank” Howard and Som 
Allen started the Howard Bus Company, 
the first in Deseronto. They started 
it in about 1900. 

The first coach was one with o 
high seat for the driver, where he sot 
with his foot on a strap which held the 
door closed, to prevent passengers from 
falling out.. The second was like a bus 
with the door in the rear of the coach. 

There was a stable barn for the 
horses located at the back of the Des- 
eronto House, co hotel owned by Wm. 
Hatch. 

At thot time, there were six hotels, 
O'Connor House, Deseronto House, 
Oriental House, Empress Hotel, Marr 
igan House and Arlington Hotel. 

Mr. Luffman used to drive the bus 
between the station and hotels, and 
also provided transportation between 
the station and private homes. When 
the Bay of Quinte Rail Rood broke 
down, or could not go through because 
of snow, the bus would take passengers

out the boundary road, along the old 
Slash road, then through fields to 
the junction, in order to make the 
connection with the old Grand Trunk 
Rail Road. 

The fare was 15 cents per passenger, 
from the station to a hotel or to the 
destination in town. Some used to

Royal MilitaryCollege 1876-1976 


Royal Military College 


Two eight cent stamps commemorating the centenary of the Royal Military College 
of Canado in Kingston have been issued. The stamps will be issued June 1. 


RMC celebrates 


The Royal Military College of 
Canada in Kingston, Ontorio, has 
served Canada proudly for one hund- 
red years. Together with Royal Roads, 
established in 1942 near Victoria, B.C. 
and the College militaire royal de 
Saint-Jean, opened in 1952 at Saint- 
Jean, Quebec, RMC trains and ed- 
ucates officer cadets and commissioned 
officers. The colleges provide a 
broad-based university education, 
develop leadership, bilingualism and 
physical fitness, and stimulate "aware- 
ness of the ethic of the military pro- 


fession.... 


Feeling that "a self governing 
colony ought to shoulder the burden 
of its own defence," Prime Minister 
Alexander Mackenzie founded a 
college for officer cadets in 1876. 
The college was to emphasize engin- 
eering, a valuable martial art and a 
civilian skill of which the young 
nation had a tremendous need. Indeed, 
by 1900, hardly a Canadian "bridge, 
road or railway line was built without 
the assistance of an engineering 
graduate of RAC." Prime Minister 
Mackenzie installed the new school 
on Point Frederick at Kingston, a 
city rich in military lore. Comte de 
Frontenac, Governor of New France, 
built a fort there in 1673, During the 
Wor of 1812 the facility was "used 
effectively to save Canada." 


The Military College opened on 
June |, 1876 with the arrival of the 
first class of Gentlemen Cadets, "The 
Old Eighteen." They were greeted 
by Commandant Edward Hewett, a 
British officer who established the 
school's high standards and reputation 
and the motto "Truth, Duty, Valour." 
While Hewett wos commandant, Queen 
Victoric granted the college the title 
"Roya" and the Mackenzie Building, 

* appearing in one of the stomps, was 
erected. From the beginning, the 
school imbued cadets with a "sense of 
responsibility, of self-discipline, of 


fair play and of fellowship. The 
traditions, the discipline, the spit- 
ond-polish smartness (were)... largely 
responsible for building character and 
producing leaders" and for giving 

the school its colour. 

It is a tribute to the quality of 
people who have attended RMC and 
to the quality of the education and 
training, that the graduates have a 
spectacular record of achievement, 
including eight Rhodes scholarships 
since 1959. RMC created a nucleus 
of highly skilled officers such as 
Generals Crerar and Simonds and Air 
Marshal Billy Bishop, Canada's fore- 
most air ace. Around individuals of 
this type, the nation assembled power- 
ful forces. However, in forging some 
of Canada's greatest military feats, 
ex-cadets sacrificed much. The 
Memorial Arch, pictured in one of 
the stamps, commemorates those 
killed in wartime - RMC graduates 
have received many honours, includ- 
ing two Victoria Crosses. Some former 
students have been prominent within 
the RCMP- In government, business. 
law, medicine, science, education 
and other fields, the alumni have 
added lustre to the name of the Royal 
Military College of Canada. 


Will Davies. RCA, the designer 
of these stamps, is a native of Ontario, 
ond studied at the Royal Canadian 
College of Art in Toronto, where he 
now teaches. He was elected to the 
Royal Canadian Academy of Arts in 
1974.

To most 16 and 17 yeor olds, farm- 
ing is getting back to the land and 
the fresh, clean air of the country 
side. But those taking part in the 

Junior Agriculturalist program will 
be discovering that's not all it takes 
to'run a successful farm operation. 

Host farmers for the Junior Agricul- 
turolists accept the responsibility of 
helping these inexperienced young : 
people over a nine-week period during 
the summer. They are interested in 
young people and interested in 
teaching them the bosics of agricul- 

ture. 

This summer the program will be 
operating for the fourth season. Young 
people will be placed on selected 
commercial operctions throughout 
the province where they will live with 
and participate in the regular octivi- 

ties of the family. 

The young people will receive 
a training allowance of $16 a day, of 
which the Ministry of Agriculture will 
poy $6 and the host farmer will provide 

cash in addition to room and board 
worth $5 a day. 

Details of the program and oppli- 
cations for host farmers and interested 
young people can be obtained from 
the Nopanee office of the Ontario 
Ministry of Agticulture and food. 


Emergencies only! 


Over the post few years, numerous 
studies have been undertaken of hos- 
pital emergency departments, point- 
ing to the fact that these departments 
are frequently subjected to non-emer- 
gency uses. 

One such study, conducted in two 
Hamilton hospitals last year, showed 
more than one thire of emergency 

department visits were not urgent. 

In order to deal with this problem, 
at least one institution, Toronto's 
Hospital for Sick Children sorts out 
the real emergencies from the non- 
emergencies, as soon as the patient 
walks in. This is so that, in the words 
of one physician, urgent cases don't 
have to stand there bleeding while 
someone takes their OHIP number. 

And that, of course, is what em 
*tgency departments of hospitals were 

designed for, urgent cases for people 
who hove suffered fractures or ony 
other emergency needing immediate 
help» 

What is happening though is that 
the emergency department of the local 
hospital has evolved into a convenient 
place to wheel in people with oss- 
orted cuts and bruises and or minor 
aches and pains, people who really 
should have gone to their family 
doctor, or coped with the situation 
themselves. 

This evolution is understandable 
or at least partly so. Minor offlictions 
don't wait to hoppen only during 
your physician's office hours, they 

=an occur of any time. And if you 
do have o health concern and con't 
reach your doctor, the emergency 
department is the place to go.

Film depictshardships 


This time, the cast of the film about 
Indians, is Indian, acting out a story that 
is often difficult, sometimes tragic. 

Buckley Petawabano, a Cree, and Oj- 
ibway. Johhny Yesno are the stars, Chief 
Dan George makes a guest appearance, 
and the extras are Indian. 

These ore the ingredients of the Nation- 
al Film Board's 70 minute feature film, 
Cold Journey, the story of 15 year old 
Buckley, a Cree raised in the Residential 
Schools, the integration experiments, 
the language and culture of the white 
man's worlk. He's lost, looking for home. 

The film premiered in The Pos, Man- 
itoba, a community of 30,000 and one of 
the biggest reserves in Canada. The home 
of the Trappers' Festival, about 600 miles 
north of Winnipeg; and one of the 
three main locations where the fim 
was shot. 

Based on the success of the opening, the 
film will be booked in several theatres 
across the prairies, mainly in the small 
communitites close to native populations. 

There will be special screenings at the 
films' two other locations, the Piapot 
Indian Reserve, north of Regina where they 
filmed a Pow Wow and at Pelican Narr- 
ows in Northern Saskatchewan. 

" We want to bring the film first to the 
people it was made for, It's too impor- 
tant to be killed off by big city indiff- 
erence," says Martin Defalco, the film's 
director. 

Johnny Yesno and other members of 

the native community were involved not 


just in the making of the film, but 
will work in distributing and promoting it. 
Mr. Yesno was in Kingston last week 
with the film. 
Because they have better access to the 
communications channels in native 


communities, they will be promoting the 


film among the band councils and 
native organizations in each province. 

"We hope to reach the entire native 
population of Canada," says Defalco. 

The NFB's original idea was to made the 
film for and with the native community. 
Johnny Yesno participated in writing 
the film's commentary and does the 
narration. 

There were Indians on the film crew, 
trained in previous months through an NFB 
film training project. 

Cold Journey was first shown at the 
annual meeting of the National Indian 
Brotherhood "to see if we succeeded in 
all our noble intentions," explains Defalco 

As a drama it appeals to any theatre 
audience, Yet while it is fiction, 
its facts are those of a documentary, a 
"true-to-life portrayal of a situation 
that many many indians are facing," says 
Defalco. 

It has no answers, but by showing 
facets of this complex problem accurately 
and forcefully, it does provoke a lot of 
questions. 

"If audiences are ready for something 
other than a Hollywood cowboys and 
Indians stereotype, then Cold Journey will 
be an important film," the director says.

Nine people from the Tyendinaga 
Reserve will receive rabies shots foll- 
owing an outbreak of the disease in 
the area. 

Three foxes have been shot, one 
in the town of Deseronto, and two on 
the reserve. 

Deseronto Police Chief, who shot 
one fox in Deseronto has cautioned 
all people to keep their pets tied up 
and close to home, and to report 
all unusual behaviour to the police 
department. A family doctor should 
be contacted if there are any scratches 
or bites that break the skin in these 
cases. 

At the end of last week, following 
the reported outbreak of rabies, Dr. 
W.C. Ludolph, a veterinarian with the 
department of Agriculture, health of 
snimals branch, said that the deport- 
ment was considering holding an anti- 
rabies clinic, although no final decis- 
ion has been reached. 

Still, animal owners are cautioned 
he said, to have their pets vaccinated. 

He said that while there is an in- 
crease in the incidence of rabies 


in the county, it was nof considered 
an epidemic. 

Foxes are the number one corrier 
of the disease, followed by skunks. 
Bats also carry the disease on occasion.

The horses which appeared with 
the story last week on bus lines in 
Deseronto had nothing to do with 
buses. 

The gray was known os a dray or 
work horse, and the other, a bay more 
was o carriage horse. 

Behind the horses, were carts 
loaded with fish boxes. At that time 
fishing was a source of industry for 
many well known fishermen, among 
them, Barney Barnhardt, Alf Joyce, 
Horvey Keech, Herb Maracle, and 
tons of fresh fish were loaded on the 
trains from Deseronto each day. 

Many other men started their rail- 
road coreers on the Bay of Quinte 

line, some of these were: Ernest 
Vanalstine, Brock Thompson, Bill 
Thompson, Sid Kitchen, Marshall 
Parks, John Garrison, Bruce Stoddart 
Bill Boult, Jay Campbell, John Thomp 
son, Pat McEwen, George Foley, Rus- 
sell Thomas, Harry Baldwin, Jerry 
O'Connor, Harold Whiting. 

The first General Manager was 
R.C. Carter, who was followed by 
Frank Chapman. They did not all 
work on the trains, but many served 
in related tasks as telegraphers, station 
agents, station masters, in the freight 
sheds and also os despatchers.

worked with him. Ernie later 

moved to Oshawa and worked for the 
railroad there, Hubert later drove the 
truck to pick up freight ond express 
in Napanee after the trains no longer 
ran into Deseronto, and the youngest, 
Leo, worked for General Motors.

library notes 


by Walter Lewis. 


The renovations of the back room of 
the Deseront Public Library are now 
completed, and the library is equipped 
with a new study room and another 
room for storing the library's archives, 
and the growing collection of historical 
materials. These documents will be 
available to local residents interested 
in the history of the community. 

Presently the search is on for mater- 
ials to be made abailable through the 
library, and to add to the collection. 
In many cases the library will not 
need to keep valuable originals, 
but will attempt to reproduce the item 
using modern techniques. 

At present, copies of the back 
issues of the Quinte Scanner are being 
microfilmed. A valuable lesson was 
learned in the early 1960's, when the 
Post-Express offices burned in Napanee. 

In that fire, most of the back issues 
of the Deseronto Post were lost. Almost 
50 years of one of the most valuable 
records of Deseronto were thus lost for- 
ever. 

Microfilming of the Quinte Scanner 
will prevent such a similar disaster 
from striking again. 


Some copies of the Deseronto Post 
may still have survived within the 
community. These papers would prove 
much more valuable if they could be 
used, and people should look carefully 
before tossing out bundles of old 
newspapers. 

The search for material isn't just 
confined to newspapers. Old photo- 
graphs of the town, and town residents 
are also important. Minute books of 
organizations give an indication of 
what people were involved in, and 
the political climate of the town. 

Scrapbooks and collections of 
clippings are substitutes for the moments 


of historical importance when newspapers 


have been lost. 

Great care is being taken so that 
nothing loaned to the library should 
get misplace or damaged. A system 
of cataloguing is being set up so 


QUANTITIES 


that the name of the person loaning an 
item is recorded, the conditions of the 
loan and dates are on file. Nothing 
will be done to an item without the 
owner's knowledge and approval. 
Permanent donations will also be 
gratefully received and acknowledged. 
If enough material can be dug out 
of storage on the history of the area, then 
steps may be taken towards com- 
piling a history of Deseronto and 
the surrounding area. 
The first thing though, is to find 
out what information still exists. 
Mr. Lewis can be contacted at the 
Library during the day.

School beginnings recalled 


by Vera Ryan 
In o few weeks the public and high 
schools will end another year and 
many children will be home for the 
holidays. 


It might be interesting for some 
to know the beginning of the schools 
in town. The first school, consisting 
of two rooms, was situated on the 
market, now Edmon Street, in the 
building now known as the fire hall. 

The first public school Principal 
was E.D. Vandervoort who later gra- 
duated as a Medical Doctor and 
practised in Deseronto until his death. 
His assistant in the school was Miss 
Hattie Clark. 

The first School Board Chairman 
was Mr. W.R. Aylesworth, the man 
who surveyed and laid out the Town 
of Deseronto. 

In 1877, on "up to date" three-room 
school was built on the hill at o cost 
of $1,400. Mr. Vandervoort was 
still the school principal. The teachers 
were Miss Irvine, Miss Jessie Porter 
and her sister. They received a salary 
of $300 per year. 

Miss Irvine later married James 
Dryden and Miss Porter became Mrs. 
George Clement. 

The first inspector wos Mr. John 
Johnson of Belleville, followed by Mr. 
Clarke of Belleville and Mr. Reid of 
Napanee. They served until 1934. 
Later H.H. Longford was the inspector. 

In 1892, to accomodate an overflow 
attendance, classes were held in every 
available space, the old Town Hall, 
several large rooms over store properties 
and one class in the new high school. 

Finally in 1908, the school was 


completed with ten classrooms available. 


One of the reasons for the additions was 
great number of people coming from 
other countries to work for the Rathbun 
Co. The primary rooms were so over- 
crowded that classes were held in 
relays. 
During those difficult years a num- 
ber of teachers gave faithful service . 
Outstanding and loved by all the 
names of Miss Viol et Smith, Miss 
Lena Warren, Miss May Hunt and 
Mrs. Mackenzie were just a few who 
merit special attention. Not once

but many times did these devoted 
women provide needed articles for 
many children and it should be remem- 
bered thot their salaries were $600 
per month. 


The list of principals is o lengthy 
one and mony well qualified men gove 
@ wonderful service in their duties. 
Two of these were Mr. L.H. Luck and 
Mr. Manley Ostrander, both of 

whom guided the work of the school 
very efficiently. 


Although fuel wos plentiful and 
cheap, heating was a problem. Each 
room was heated by a large wood 
burning box stove partly surrounded 
by a tin rack holding a supply of 
wood. The fires were cared by 
Mrs. Abbe Sager. Later these stoves 
were replaced by coal heaters. 


Among the many hundreds of pu- 
pils who received their early educa- 
tion in this school and later become 
prominent in the business and profes- 
sional world, several names stand 
out: Senator Tom Brown, New York 
State; Senator Frank O'Connor, foun- 
der of the Laura Secord Co.; the 
Hatch Brothers; Herb ond Horry and 
Mr. E.W. Rathbun. 


Many others remained in town and 
worked and gave their time and talent 
for the betterment of Deseronto.

With the unseasonably warm weather 
during the first part of April, spring- 
flowering bulbs have grown very 
quickly and blossomed early this year. 
Producing those masses of leaves and 
flowers takes a lot of energy out of 
the bulbs, which means they need to 
be revitalized. 


"After blooming, an application of 
a complete fertilizer, such as 10-10-10 
will help encourage continued growth 
and replenishment of the bulb? says 
J.K. Hughes, a horticulturist with the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. 


The leaves ore important for the 
continued growth of the plant and 
should not be removed until the foliage 
yellows and begins to die. If leaves 
are removed too eorly, bulb develop- 
ment is stopped and the quality of the 
display can be affected. 


When the leaves begin to die, they 
should be removed from the beds and 
destroyed, to prevent possible disease 
problems in the soil.

Fill 
the canoe full of water, climb in and 
paddle ashore as quickly as possible?
